4, Reports 


Dr. Sankar informed Council that three students from Mechani- 
cal Engineering obtained the award for Best Design at the CSME 
competition held in London, Ontario. 


Dr. Paul Fazio gave an update on the development of SIRICON. 
A commitment of $2,400,000 over 5 years has been made by the 
Quebec government and the first installment cheque on this 
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amount has been received. Another commitment, of $580,000, 
has been made by the Secretary of State's Department in 
Ottawa. Part of these funds is being used to purchase a VAC 
785 and peripheral equipment. 


The involvement of more Faculty members in the research acti~ 
vities of SIRICON would be welcome, and the mechanism to 
achieve this will be dealt with shortly. 


Dr. Giguére reported that CRIM is moving Friday to 1550 de 
Maisonneuve Blvd. West, Suite 901 where it is leasing 6000 sq. 
ft. The 8600 computer should be delivered just after moving 
and functional towards the end of October. CRIM has been 
granted by the Ministére de 1'Enseignement Supérieur, de la 
Science et de 1a Technologie du Québec two “Actions structur- 
antes" subventions totalling $2,500,000 over 5 years and 
$300,000 for equipment purchases. 


The Minister, Yves Bérubé, will bring up soon, before the 
Council of Ministers, a proposal for a subsidy contract which, 
if approved, will increase the activities of CRIM.

Board of Governors the establishment of Concordia Computer 
Aided Vehicle Engineering (CONCAVE) Research Centre to carry 
out the research activittes as specified by the Minister of 
Science and Technology. 


Further, it is recommended that the leadership and coordina- 
tion of such research be the responsibility of a Director, who 
shall be appointed by the Dean of the Faculty of Engineering 
and Computer Science on the recommendation of the Chairman of 
the Department of Mechanical Engineering.

Undergraduate Curriculum Changes 

Council considered the contents of Document 85-4-3 incorpora~ 
ting atl the proposed changes to the undergraduate curriculum 
for 1986/87. 

The following modifications were approved: 


1} page 2 - Computer Science Core - Change course no. from 
COMP 281 to ENCS 281. 


2) page 7 - Civil Engineering - Move CIVI 482 Urban Sanita- 

tion from Civil Engineering Core to Dption B Electives; 
change total core credits from 72.75 to 69.25; change 
minimum credits (from one of Option A or Option 8) from 9 
toel?. 


3) page 7 - Civil Engineering Electives - Move CIVI 461 
Continuum Mechanics from Option 8 to Option A. 


4) page 7 ~ Civil Engineering Electives - Add the following 
new course to Option B; 
CIVI 441 (3 credits) Civil Engineering Systems Analysis. 


5) page 10 - Mechanical Engineering Electives - Delete “and 
MECH 411" from penultimate Tine. 


6) page 15 - Delete paragraph 19. 


7) page 16 - Par. 21 - Change prerequisite from INDU 323 to 
CIVI 341. 


8) page 18 ~ Par. 28 - change course no. from CIVI 455 to 
ENGR 455, 


9) page 18 - Delete paragraph 29. 


10} page 18 - Par. 30 - Lectures remain at 3 hrs/wk; credits 
remain at 4.5. 


11) page 18 - Paragraphs 31 and 32 - Remove INDU 323 from 
prerequisites. 


12) page 19 - Par. 36. - Change new course number and pre- 
requisite.

Fees for Ph.D. students

Other Business 


The student representatives spoke of the difficulties encoun- 
tered in nominating a representative from the part-time stu- 
dents since these people normally hold full-time jobs in addi- 
tion to their studies and thus are not available to attend 
regular meetings. It was suggested that the student represen- 
tatives draft a resolution to be considered at the next Fac- 
ulty Council meeting and, in due course, submitted to the 
University Senate. 


It was moved that the Social Aspects Committee be entrusted 
with the task of preparing a list of courses from which the 
students can choose credits for the “complementary studies” 
part of the programme, and also look into the larger question 
of courses to be included to satisfy the miniumum 15 credit 
requirement for accreditation. Adopted unanimously.
